Quality Tourism 


BY Michelle Winklaar 

The importance of Tourism 
is often spoken of, but what 
does it exactly mean for 
Aruba? This is not news; 
Revenue from the tourism 
industry is the motor that 
drives over 70% of our 
Economy. Why does a 
better performing economy 
provide us with a better 
quality of life? Because 
when it is performing better, 
government generates more 
tax income and can afford 
to invest in those things that 
improve our quality of life, 
such as better healthcare, 
better schools, better roads, 
better police enforcement, 
and of course more and 
better paying jobs. 

More specifically, the 
industry experts report that 
for every Afl. 100 paid for 


a hotel room, an extra Afl. 
400 is pumped into our 
economy. That is because 
the average tourist spends 4 
x the amount of their room 
rate on the island in various 
ways, dinners at restaurants, 
sightseeing tours, souvenirs, 
clothing etc. This means 
that if the average room rate 
goes down, e.g. the Afl. 100 
becomes Afl. 80, then the 
amount spent on the island 
also drops proportionately. 
And the reality is that year 
to date the island wide room 
revenue has dropped by 
more than Afl. 30,000,000.= 
as compared with 2008. 
This is a serious decline to 
our economy estimated at 
least at Afl. 120,000,000.= 
year to date 2009. 

This is why we must focus 
our efforts on increasing the

quality of tourism instead 
of discounting and selling 
cheap. We need to focus our 
effort in attracting tourists 
that are willing and able to 
spend more on the island. 
This starts with the price 
of the room. The higher 
the room rate, the more 
they will spend. Building 
more hotels will not have 
the positive effect we are 
looking for in our economy 
because building more 
hotels means more strain 
on our already strained 
infrastructure. More hotels 
means more people from 
abroad to build and work in 
the hotels, more cars on the 
road, more people requiring 
AZV andmedical care, more 
tourists, more pollution and 
more competition for our 
existing hotels in an already 
highly competitive market; 
a sure way to bring down 
the average price of a room. 
Our infrastructure simply 
cannot handle more, so we 
need to switch the strategy 
from more hotel rooms to 
more revenue from existing 
hotel rooms.

ORANJESTAD - The Aruba Bankers’ Association (ABA) today 
issued the following release in response to the recent termination 
of contracts between Valero Refinery and the contractors that 
were operating in the refinery: The Aruba Bankers’ Association 
recognizes the seriousness of the situation, whereby Valero 
Refinery terminated the contracts with the contractors that were 
operating in the refinery. As a consequence a group of people is 
at risk of loosing their jobs. The local banks make a strong appeal 
on the persons who have been affected by this situation and who 
have loans with one or more local bank(s) to visit their respective 
bank(s). The banks are willing to cooperate with the affected 
persons to do whatever is feasible in each specific case to address 
the current situation. Each case will be evaluated based on the 
financial situation of the involved persons. The banks are willing 
to consider different alternatives that may alleviate the financial 
burden, for example restructuring of loans or payment of interest 
only for a certain period. Aruba Bankers’ Association also points 
out the difference with the closure of Lago Refinery in 1985 and 
the current situation. At that time the banks worked closely with all 
parties including employees, contractors and businesses that were 
directly or indirectly involved with the refinery. At that time Lago 
represented 50% of the GDP whilst presently the refinery represents 
12% of the GDP; the impact was much more widespread. 

The banks realize that there are other projects in the community that 
are being worked on but the immediate impact on employees and 
companies will have to be addressed. In the short term the banks 
will meet with these companies, the unions, and the central bank to 
address this serious matter.

Draft Kingdom maritime 
law ready for handling 

THE HAGUE—The Second Chamber will shortly be handling the 
proposed Kingdom Law to regulate the maritime borders between 
St. Maarten and Saba, and between Curasao and Bonaire. 
Establishing the maritime borders of the territorial waters 
surrounding the future countries is necessary as a result of the 
constitutional reform in the Dutch Kingdom, explained Dutch 
State Secretary of Kingdom Relations Ank Bijleveld-Schouten 
and Foreign Affairs Minister Maxime Verhagen in the Explanatory 
Note that accompanied the law proposal. 

Parties reached an agreement on the contents of the law proposal 
during the Political Steering Group meeting on November 26, 
2008. The maritime borders between St. Maarten and St. Eustatius 
and between Curasao and Bonaire will be arranged through a 
Kingdom law, similarly to when the maritime borders between the 
Netherlands Antilles and Aruba were established when the latter 
island attained country status in 1986. 

The new maritime borders signify a delineation of the territorial 
sea, the connecting zone and the exclusive economic zone. St. 
Eustatius is not part of the law. According to the Explanatory Note, 
delineation of the maritime border between St. Maarten and St. 
Eustatius is not necessary because the territorial sea, the connecting 
zone and exclusive economic zone of both island territories don’t 
border on each other. This is because of the presence of the French 
island St. Barths. 

Definite end points of maritime areas of the country St. Maarten 
and the ‘public entity’ Saba have not been set yet, since there is 
no agreement yet with France on the border where the end points 
should meet. Negotiations with France are ongoing to solve this. 
The maritime borders are relevant to third states and other 
countries. They have to take into account the borders and the 
regimes concerning the maintaining, management, exploration or 
exploitation of natural resources of the sea bottom or the waters 
above. Under international law, the Dutch Kingdom remains 
responsible for the entire exclusive economic zone where it comes 
to conformity of legislation. 

The Kingdom law will not involve Aruba, since it doesn’t affect 
that island directly. But because of maritime traffic between Aruba 
and Curagao and Bonaire, it is desirable that the Kingdom law is 
proclaimed in Aruba as well. Q

WILLEMSTAD—Governor Frits Goedgedrag 
says the target date of October 10, 2010, 
for Curasao and St. Maarten to attain new 
constitutional statuses is still attainable and 
should not be hindered by Parliamentary 
elections in January. 

Goedgedrag made his comments at the 
opening of the new Parliamentary year 
Tuesday. 

“All legislation requires careful assessment 
and treatment. 

The dismantling of the country and the 
transfer of functions and powers to the new 
entities should continue unabated. Your 
support and confidence for the success of the 
necessary reforms is essential,” he said. 

He told parliamentarians they each had 
an important role to play and fulfil “in the 
last years of existence of the Netherlands 
Antilles” in terms of shaping the legislation 
to ensure a smooth transfer from the Antillean 
constellation to individual island nations. 

The governor also said no new policies 


and/or laws should be tabled unless it was 
unavoidable, and that government’s primary 
role of care for its citizens should always take 
priority. 

Goedgedrag also had a message to the people. 
“The campaign preceding the referendum 
and even beyond has seen noticeable tension 
in Curasao. The main thing is to realise that 
political discussion in society is a healthy 
thing and can lead to greater involvement of 
citizens in political decisions,” he said. 

“But that debate should be respectful of 
everyone’s opinionbeing conducted. Divisions 
cannot last and must end. Continuing strife 
will weaken us. We can achieve much, but 
discord could be our greatest weakness. Let us 
ensure that we are not our greatest enemy.” 
The Governor also devoted parts of his speech 
to youth crime and government initiatives to 
combat it, health-related issues, the aviation 
and Met services and the importance of 
detailed discussions to facilitate the transfer 
of both to the island entities. □ 


Booi, Elhage homes raided in drug, money-laundering probe 

~ Colombian cartel links suspected ~ 


BONAIRE—The homes of opposition UPB leader 
Ramoncito Booi and UPB member Burney Elhage 
were raided by Dutch detectives Tuesday morning 
in connection with an investigation into money¬ 
laundering, gold-smuggling, real estate fraud and 
international drug trafficking. 

Elhage’s office at Bonaire’s Flamingo Airport also 
was searched and equipment was seized as possible 
evidence in the case. 

Authorities in Holland and the Netherlands Antilles 
also arrested five suspects on Tuesday, including 
two women who are believed to be involved. The 
raids in Holland yielded three firearms, including a 
Kalashnikov assault rifle, ammunition, computers, 
mobile phones, three cars and a large number of 
records that will be carefully reviewed. 

The Prosecutor’s Office of the Netherlands Antilles 
is coordinating the investigation and described the 
motives for the raids as “presumptions of fraud- 
related offences committed by people within the 
public administration in Bonaire.” These offences 
were discovered during a major year-long money¬ 
laundering investigation in the Antilles and in 
Europe. 

Within the scope of this coordinated international 
criminal investigation, confiscations took place 
at a number of locations in Curasao, Bonaire and 
Aruba, and in several European countries, including 
Holland, Belgium and Austria. 

The Prosecutor’s Office in Holland also disclosed 


that the main suspect in the investigation, a 39-year- 
old Dutchman W.V.W., had been arrested in Bonaire 
Tuesday morning. He was suspected of having been 
on his way to South America to regulate another 
drug shipment to Holland via West Africa. He will 
be extradited to Holland. 

Some 18 searches were conducted in Bonaire: eight 
homes, four government agencies and six company 
premises. Two arrests took place in Bonaire. 
Searches of two homes and one commercial property 
took place in Curasao and one person was arrested 
there. One arrest was made and searches took place 
at four homes in Aruba. 

The Prosecutor’s Office said the investigation 
was far from over and would not be limited to the 
Netherlands Antilles, Aruba and Europe. More 
house searches and arrests were not excluded. 
While investigating the money-laundering practices, 
a large-scale gold-smuggling ring via Aruba and the 
Netherlands Antilles was uncovered. This gold¬ 
smuggling is related to a March 27 arrest in the 
US. The detained person is suspected of large-scale 
drug trafficking of cocaine out of Colombia. More 
than eight billion dollars had gone through the US 
accounts this person was managing. 

A separate but related investigation and subsequent 
raid in April discovered almost 4.5 million dollars 
in a safe house in Holland. Authorities suspect this 
money was for a narcotic shipment coming from 
West Africa via Colombia, using Colombian cartel 


connections for shipments of more than 2,000 
pounds. Ramonsito Booi is in the United States 
with his son. When reached via phone by Amigoe 
newspaper, he said he had heard of the raid, but was 
not aware of the reason. “I cannot reach my wife,” 
Amigoe reported Booi as saying. “Maybe she’s 
been told not to answer the phone.” 

No indication was given whether he would return 
to Bonaire. 

Burney Elhage could not be reached by phone. 
Local media in Bonaire also reported that a Cessna 
airplane at Flamingo Airport had been confiscated. 
The criminal investigation is being conducted by 
the Kingdom Detective Cooperation Team RST, 
a team of cooperating Netherlands, Netherlands 
Antilles and Aruba detectives, in cooperation with 
the Curasao Police Force KPC, Bonaire Police 
Force KPB, Aruba Police Force KPA, Customs 
Services of the Netherlands Antilles and of Aruba, 
Coast Guard of the Netherlands Antilles and Aruba, 
and a number of foreign investigation services. 

The international coalition parties to this 
investigation are American Drug Enforcement 
Administration (DEA), federal judicial police of 
Belgium, German Bundes Kriminal Ambt and 
Austrian Bundes Kriminal Polizei. 

The alleged actions of a number of the individuals 
mentioned were described vividly in the famous

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Macho elected president of ‘Independent* parliament 


~ New parliamentary year started Tuesday ~ 


WILLEMSTAD-- 
Parliamentarian Pedro Atacho 
(PAR) was elected president of 
thefirstindependentparliament 
of the Netherlands Antilles on 
Monday. Parliamentarian Ray 
Hassell of Saba was elected 
vice-president. 

Parliamentarians voted for the 
first time ever in the 50-plus- 
year history of the legislative 
body to appoint their president 
and vice president. This was 
made possible by the adoption 
of a law earlier this year that 
severed Parliament’s financial 
and administrative ties to the 
Central Government. 

The body is now in control of 
its finances and was able to 
vote in its heads for the first 
time. Also for the first time, the 
president of parliament, not the 
Governor of the Netherlands 
Antilles, will declare the new 
parliamentary year - 2009- 
2010 - open today, Tuesday. 
Governor Frits Goedgedrag 
will give the customary 
speech about the Central 
Government’s plans for the 
coming year, while Atacho 
will outline the goals and 
challenges for the legislature 
in this final year of its four- 
year term. Elections for a new 
parliament are set for January 
22 . 

Atacho told the press in St. 
Maarten via teleconference 
Monday that the 2008- 
2009 parliamentary year 
had been “remarkable and 
historical in our parliamentary 
democracy.” 


He said parliament becoming 
independent was the most 
important achievement of the 
past year. “I feel honoured to 
have been chosen as president 
by the members of parliament. 
We (Atacho and Hassell) will 
try to the best of our abilities 
to direct the highest legislative 
body of the country. We 
will continue to serve our 
communities and the Members 
of Parliament.” 

The new parliamentary year 
has its own challenges and 
goals. The handling of the 
consensus Kingdom laws and 
amendments to the Kingdom 
Charter in the dismantling 
process are of “major 
importance.” The discussion 
on the 2010 budget of the 
Central Government is also a 
priority for Parliament. 
Another goal in the new 
parliamentary year is to 
assist Curasao and St. 
Maarten with the setting up 
of the secretariats-general of 
their new Parliaments as is 
required. 

“The reduction of the list of 
law proposals will continue 
to be a priority in the new 
parliamentary year,” Atacho 
said. 

Parliament report card 

Recapping the activities for 
the past year, Atacho, who 
also served as president for 
that term, said the number 
of meetings held was 
comparative to the 2007-2008 
year. Nineteen public meetings 


and 58 Central Committee 
meetings were held, and 27 
bills were passed. 

Parliament presented 24 
interim and final reports. A 
total of 93 bills were debated 
and 36 finalised, exceeding 
the numbers of the previous 
year. 

A total of 57 bills are 
pending approval in the 
new parliamentary year that 
starts today. Of these laws, 
more than half deal with 
the financial guarantees of 
government given in the past 
and law proposals pending 

Curacao and 
St. Maarten 
to separate 

As of October 10 next 
year, Curacao and St. 
Maarten are expected 
to have separate status 
making them countries 
within the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands. 

The process of the break¬ 
up of the territory was 
advanced on Monday when 
the parliament in Curacao 
appointed former president 
of the Netherlands Antilles, 
Senator Pedro Attacho as 
the interim chairman of the 
organisation. 

The senator said the 
territory’s constitution was 
changed recently to make 
the legislative branch of 
government- parliament, 
independent from the 
executive branch. 

“This constituted a major 
change in our parliamentary 
system because based on 
the changed articles of 
this ordinance 55 for 56. 
Parliament is now legally 
entitled to close and open 
the parliamentary session 
instead of this being done 
by the governor of the 
Lesser Antilles. Also as a 
result of these changes both 
the speaker of parliament 
and his substitute are now 
being chose by parliament 
itself,” Senator Attacho 
said.Q 
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withdrawal. 

“We expect that 30 law 
proposals still are important 
to be dealt with in this 
parliamentary year,” Atacho 
said. He pointed out that this 
was a significant move from 
past years, when hundreds of 
laws, some dating from the 
1950s and 1960s, had been 
backlogged.

For Emo Labega the list 
showed 83 per cent attendance 
at public meetings and 51 per 
cent at Central Committee 
meetings. 

Marlin and Richardson 
were replaced in parliament 
by Rodolphe Samuel and 
George Pantophlet after the 
former two took up their 
posts as commissioners on 
June 8. Samuel scored 33 per 
cent attendance for public 
meetings and 12 per cent for 
Central Committee meetings. 
Pantophlet had 33 per cent for 
public meetings and eight per 
cent for Central Committee 
meetings.

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Valero Cuts Use of Maya Oil, Shifts to lighter Grades

Valero Energy Corp., the 
largest U.S. refiner, is shutting 
coking units and processing 
lighter oil to increase refining 
margins, Chief Executive 
Officer Bill Klesse said today 
in a presentation to investors. 
Klesse said that Valero is 
cutting its use of Mexican 
Maya crude by 60 percent, 
along with shutting cokers and 
fluid catalytic crackers. He said 
that he expected consolidation 
and rationalization of assets 
throughout the industry. 
“Because the light-to-heavy 
crude oil differential narrowed 
considerably, other refiners 
may be considering taking 
similar steps,” said Andy 
Lipow, president of Lipow Oil 
Associates LLC in Houston. 
Heavy, sour Maya crude from 
Mexico was worth $6.20 a 
barrel less than light, sweet 
West Texas Intermediate oil at 
10:20 a.m. today, according to 
data compiled by Bloomberg, 
compared with an $11.04 
discount a year ago. The profit 
margin for a refinery running 
Maya crude was $2.67 a barrel 
yesterday, from $18.67 last 
year, according to an Ensys 
Energy refining model. 

“We’re moving lighter 
feedstock through our 
refineries, and we continue to 
reduce operations at many of 
our existing cokers,” Klesse 
said. Valero’s use of the 
heavy, sour oil from Mexico is 
falling from around 500,000 
to 200,000 barrels a day, he 
said. 

Heavy Crude 

Seven of Valero’s 16 North 
American refineries mainly 
run heavy, or more dense, 
grades of crude oil that require 
further processing to yield 
higher-margin products such as 
gasoline and diesel. Only one 
of the seven, in Wilmington, 
California, has a coker that is 
running at planned rates. 

A refinery running heavy 


crude produces a large amount 
of fuel oil, which is processed 
in a coker into distillate and 
gasoline. Valero has shut three 
cokers and cut the rates in half 
at three other refineries. Klesse 
said Valero is continuing to 
reduce coker rates as demand 
from refineries in India has 
reduced the discounts for 
heavy crude. 

“What has happened to Valero 
though has really been an issue 
with the heavy-sour discount,” 
Klesse said. 

“One of the key drivers has 
been the falling of world oil 
production.” 

A refinery processing lighter 
crude would produce more 
high-value products such as 
gasoline and diesel. Refiners 
running heavy, sour crude 
profit when those crude grades 
sell at a wide discount to light, 
sweet crude. 

Output Cuts 

Valero and other refiners built 
upgrading units such as cokers 
to take advantage of discounts 
for heavy crude. Output 
cuts from the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries have come primarily 
from the lower-cost heavy 
grades, tightening supply and 
narrowing the discounts. 
“Idon’tanticipatemajorimpact 
on product supply unless 
they’re cutting runs overall 
because they’ll probably 
substitute something that gets 
a better light-product yield 
than” the Maya crude, said 
Tom Knight, vice president of 
trading and supply at Truman 
Arnold Cos. in Texarkana, 
Texas. 

Global refinery operating 
rates are in the low-80 percent 
range now, according to 
slides accompanying Klesse’s 
presentation, and could fall 
into the mid-70 percent range. 
The company yesterday 
dropped its estimated third- 
quarter crude-oil throughput 
for refineries in the 
Northeastern U.S. by 20,000 


barrels, and now expects 
throughput from 480,000 to 
490,000 barrels a day. 

Lower Rates 

Valero has also cut processing 
rates on the coker at its 
Paulsboro, New Jersey, 
refinery, one of four refineries 
that can run medium grades of 
crude oil. Four other refineries 
primarily run light, sweet 
crude. 

“We’re definitely using lighter 
and sweeter crude throughout 
the system,” Bill Day, a 
Valero spokesman, said in an 
interview. 

Valero, based in San Antonio, 
owns 16 refineries from 
Quebec to Aruba. Valero on 
July 16 shut its Aruba refinery, 
the third-largest in the 
Caribbean, after operating it

The Nation — When a president schedules an address to a joint 
session of the Congress, he essentially says: “OK, folks, this 
time it’s for real.” 

The speech to the assembled members of the House and Senate, 
with all its pomp and circumstance, is a much bigger deal than a 
televised press conference or even one of those, seated-behind- 
the-desk, eyes-on-the-camera statements that presidents usually 
deliver after having ordered bombs dropped on some distant 
land or when they must apologize for an impeachable offense 
that might yet be talked around. 

So Barack Obama has set himself a tall task this Wednesday 
night. 

He must grab hold of a drifting debate about healthcare 
reform and impose not just clarity but a sense of purpose and 
direction. 

Prior to the speech, the president more or less acknowledged 
that he had blown the roll-out of the reform initiative. 
Appearing on ABC-TV’s “Good Morning America,” the 
president admitted that he “probably left too much ambiguity 
out there, which allowed, then, opponents of reform to come in 
and to fill up the air waves with a lot of nonsense — everything 
from this ridiculous idea that we were setting up death panels to 
false notions that this was designed to provide health insurance 
to illegal immigrants.” 

Aside from the word “probably,” that’s an accurate assessment 
of the fiasco. 

Obama also seems to recognize that his first task is to explain 
to angry Americans and a confused Congress what it is that he 
wants. 

“I think what the country is going to know is exactly what I 
think will solve our healthcare crisis, they will have a lot of 
clarity about what I think is the best to move forward,” Obama 
said Wednesday morning. “So the intent of the speech is to A, 
make sure that the American people know exactly what it is we 
are proposing, B, to make sure that Democrats and Republicans 
understand that I am open to new ideas, that not being rigid and 
ideological, but we do intend to get something done this year.” 
The fact that “B” sort of contradicts, or at least undermines, “A” 
is not a hopeful sign. 

Of course Obama must address the “death panel” extremes to 
which opponents of reform have pushed the debate. 

As the president says, he has a responsibility to ’’dispel some of 
the myths and frankly silliness [...] out there.” 

But if the president is serious about “get[ting] something done 
this year,” his task involves a lot more than dispelling mythsQ

LOS ANGELES - Chris Brown won’t 
perform at a Michael Jackson tribute 
concert in Austria, contrary to statements 
by promoters, a person close to the 
situation said Wednesday. A publicist for 
Mary J. Blige, also touted for the show, 
said she won’t be there either. 

Brown never committed to perform at the 
concert in Vienna, said the person, who 
was not authorized to speak publicly and 
requested anonymity. 

Karynne Tencer, a publicist for Blige, 
said Wednesday that she wanted to attend 
the Sept. 26 concert, but had another 
commitment. 

Organizers at a press conference in 
Vienna on Tuesday told reporters that 
Brown, Blige, Natalie Cole and Akon 
were among the confirmed artists. 

Cole spokeswoman Maureen O’Connor 


said the singer had discussed it with 
organizers, but she may have a conflict 
and is not 100 percent confirmed. 
A representatives for Akon did not 
immediately return messages left 
Wednesday. 

A concert spokesman did not immediately 
return an e-mail message. 

Jackson’s brother Jermaine, who first 
announced the concert last month on 
“Larry King Live,” said in London on 
Wednesday that he was confident Brown 
would appear. And concert promoter 
Georg Kindel said that a Los Angeles 
judge was scheduled to rule Wednesday 
on whether Brown, 20, could travel to the 
show. 

No motion has been filed with the judge 
handling Brown’s criminal case, court 
spokeswoman Vania Stuelp said, and the 
person with knowledge of the singer’s 
situation said none would be filed. Brown, 


who is serving five years of probation for 
beating his former girlfriend, Rihanna, 
would need the judge’s permission for 
any international travel, Stuelp said. 
“Chris Brown is working out some 
situations but he definitely expressed to 
us that he wants to be here and it’s just up 
to what he’s going through with his court 
case right now but he’s definitely going 
to work that out and be here,” Jermaine 
Jackson said Wednesday at the London 
press conference. He said “people 
make mistakes” and Brown deserved 
forgiveness. 

The concert is being billed as the main 
global tribute for the King of Pop, who 
died June 25 in Los Angeles. 

Jermaine Jackson also said he hoped 
Stevie Wonder would take part in the 
show, to be staged in front of a 17th- 
century palace in the Austrian capital.^

CBS’ Big Brother’ gaining in viewers

NEW YORK - CBS is nearing 
summer’s end as the only major 
broadcaster with more viewers 
than last summer, helped in 
part by a revived “Big Brother” 
franchise. 

Three separate prime-time “Big 
Brother” episodes were among 
Nielsen Media Research’s 25 
most-watched programs last 
week. The series that throws a 
group of strangers together in 
a house and films their every 
move is in its 11th edition, and 
viewership is up 7 percent from 
last year. 

That defies traditional TV 
gravity; it’s rare that a long- 
running program would show 
growth. The series mined the 
latest reality TV star known 
more for bad behavior than 
anything else: Chima Simone 
was kicked off for disobeying 
producers’ orders to put on a

microphone, then throwing the 
microphone in a spa. She also 
apologized for calling a cast 
member of Lebanese descent a 
terrorist. 

CBS viewership is up 5 percent 
over last summer, Nielsen said. 
No wonder that, with a week 
to go for this season’s “Big 
Brother,” CBS on Wednesday 
announced that a 12th edition 
of the series will be broadcast 
in summer 2010. 

NBC’s “America’s Got Talent” 
topped the ratings last week, for 
both its Tuesday and Wednesday 
editions. ABC, which has 
generally had a wipeout of a 
summer, had a stronger week 
than usual with a country music 
special and Saturday night 
college football game. 

For the week, CBS averaged 
5.9 million viewers (3.9 rating, 
7 share), NBC had 5.7 million 
(3.7, 77), ABC had 4.7 million 
(2.9, 5), Fox had 3.8 million 


(2.4, 4), My Network TV had 
1.4 million (0.9, 2), the CW 
had 990,000 (0.7, 1) and ION 
Television had 620,000 (0.4, 

i). 

Among the Spanish-language 
networks, Univision led with a 
3.2 million average (1.7 rating, 
3 share), TeleFutura had 1.1 
million and Telemundo had 1 
million (both 0.5, 1) and Azteca 
had 160,000 (0.1,0). 

NBC’s “Nightly News” topped 
the evening newscasts with an 
average of 7.6 million viewers 
(5.1, 11). ABC’s “World 

News,” on the week anchor 
Charles Gibson announced his 
retirement, was second with 7.2 
million (4.8, 10) and the “CBS 
Evening News” had 5.4 million 
viewers (3.7, 8). 

A ratings point represents 
1,149,000 households, or 1 
percent of the nation’s estimated 
114.9 million TV homes. The 
share is the percentage of in- 
use televisions tuned to a given 
show.

Disney Expo seeks to 
monetize Mouse-mania

LOS ANGELES - Taking a page from the wildly popular 
Comic-Con, Disney is wishing upon a four-day expo this 
weekend to draw more enthusiasm from its loyal and well- 
wired fan base. 

Clubs and fan fests have long worked to rally “Star Trek,” 
Barbie and comic book collectors, but the D23 Expo, which 
begins Thursday in Anaheim, and an online fan club of the 
same name launched earlier this year are Disney’s first attempts 
to organize and romance its far-flung followers. 

Over the long run, strengthening the relationship between 
the company and its fans online can create self-perpetuating 
marketing, where eager fans can promote Disney products 
online without the company incurring further costs. 

By copying Comic-Con — which attracted about 126,000 
comic book lovers to this year’s July event in San Diego — 
Disney can tantalize devotees with behind-the-scenes access 
to the franchise’s celebrities and upcoming movies. 

“When you talk about Disney fans, they want to consume 
every iota, every scrap of minutiae they can get their hands 
on,” said Steven Clark, head of D23. “All this is unprecedented 
— we’ve never granted this kind of access to our fans.” 
Disney is corralling all the divisions and businesses under its 
umbrella — about 30 brands, including Pixar, ABC-TV and 
the theme parks — for the event at the Anaheim Convention 
Center. For $37 a day, attendees get advance movie screenings, 
peeks into the Disney archive collections and updates on the 
company’s theme park expansions. 

While it’s open to the public, the expo is the capstone event for 
the D23 club, which was named to signify creator Walt Disney’s 
1923 move to Hollywood. The company started selling $75 
annual memberships in March but won’t say how many have 
been sold. Members-only perks include a subscription to a 
collectors’ magazine and access to exclusive events. 

Stagnant DVD sales, less spending at theme parks and lower 
ad revenue at the company’s TV networks have dampened 
Disney profits the past three quarters compared to last year. 
The expo itself is less a reaction to a few bad earnings 
reports and more of an investment in brand loyalty, said New 
York-based financial analyst David Bank of RBC Capital 
MarketsQ

Obama to Congress: 

Time for bickering is over’ 

KEN GUGGENHEIM legislation would include “death panels”

WASHINGTON (AP) — President Barack 
Obama urged Congress to enact sweeping 
health care legislation Wednesday night, 
declaring the “time for bickering is over” and 
the moment has arrived to help millions who 
have insurance and many more without it. 

His nationally televised speech to a joint session 
of Congress comes as Obama’s popularity 
is falling, opposition Republicans are on the 
attack and his fellow Democrats are divided 
about what kind of plan to pursue. 

“I am not the first president to take up this 
cause, but I am determined to be the last,” 
Obama said. 

Health care has become the definitive issue for 
Obama, just nine months after he took office 
amid enormous expectations at home and 
abroad. His success or failure may determine 
whether he has the political clout to press ahead 
on issues like climate change, arms control and 
the Afghanistan war. 

It is also likely to shape next year’s congressional 
elections. 

Obama said there is widespread agreement 
on about 80 percent of what must be included 
in legislation. And yet, criticizing opposition 
Republicans without saying so, he added: 
“Instead of honest debate, we have seen scare 
tactics” and ideological warfare that offers no 
hope for compromise. 

He blasted Republicans for spreading the 
“cynical and irresponsible” charge that his 


with the power to hasten the death of senior 
citizens. 

“Well, the time for bickering is over,” Obama 
said. “The time for games has passed. Now is 
the season for action.” 

The venue of Wednesday’s speech underscored 
the importance of the issue. Besides the annual 
State of the Union address, presidents seldom 
speak to a joint session of Congress, consisting 
of lawmakers from both chambers. 

But the speech was aimed as much at the 
millions of Americans watching from home, 
many of whom have become disillusioned 
with Obama’s handling of health care. An 
Associated Press-GfK poll released hours 
before the address showed that disapproval of 
Obama’s handling of health care has jumped to 
52 percent, from 43 percent in July. 

Obama’s overall approval rating has also 
suffered a blow. The survey showed that 49 
percent now disapprove of how he is handling 
his job as president, up from 42 percent who 
disapproved in July. 

Obama appealed for a health care overhaul 
that provides new and crucial protections for 
people who already have insurance, affordable 
access to coverage to those without, and 
reduced spending for families, businesses and 
government. 

Obama spoke in favor of an option for the U.S. 
government to sell insurance in competition 
with private industry.

But he said he was open 
to alternatives that create 
choices for consumers — a 
declaration sure to displease 
its liberal supporters. 

Some Americans who have 
suffered from high costs and 
insurance practices sat with

his remarks. Vicki Kennedy, 
the widow of Sen.

Obama drew a standing 
ovation when he recounted 
stories of Americans whose 
coverage was denied or 
delayed by their insurers 
with catastrophic results. 
“That is heartbreaking, it is 
wrong, and no one should me 
treated that way in the United 
States of America.” 

Obama made health care 
reform a priority when he 
ran for president last year. 
The United States is the only 
developed country without a 
universal program of health 
care. As many as 50 million 
Americans lack health 
insurance. 

Despite Obama’s enormous 
popularity on taking office, 
he has struggled to win 
support through a difficult 
summer. Opponents have 
packed lawmakers’ town 
hall meetings, denouncing 
Obama’s plans. Some 
opposition was driven by 
Web-fueled falsehoods, 
such as claims that “death 
panels” would determine the 
fate of elderly patients. But 


there were more legitimate 
concerns about how an 
overhaul would affect the 
quality of health care and 
whether it would further 
swell the government’s huge 
deficit. Responding to the 
president’s speech on behalf 
of Republicans, Rep. Charles 
Boustany of Louisiana said 
the country wants Obama 
to instruct Democratic 
congressional leaders that 
“it’s time to start over on a 
common-sense, bipartisan 
plan focused on lowering 
the cost of health care while 
improving quality.” 
“Replacing your family’s 
current health care with 
government-run health care 
is not the answer,” said 
Boustany, a former cardiac 
surgeon. Obama said the 
changes he has in mind 
would cost about $900 billion 
over decade, “less than we 
have spent on the Iraq and 
Afghanistan wars, and less 
than the tax cuts for the 
wealthiest few Americans” 
passed during the Bush 


administration. 

Several congressional panels 
have been working on health 
care bills, but only one — the 
SenateFinance Committee— 
offered a reasonable prospect 
for a bipartisan compromise. 
But the panel’s Democratic 
chairman. Max Baucus, 
said earlier Wednesday that 
a deal was unlikely and that 
he would introduce his own 
proposal next week. 

Liberals have been urging 
Obama to use his large 
Democratic majorities in 
both chambers of Congress 
to disregard Republican 
objections and push through 
a plan with a public option. 
Some have threatened to vote 
against any bill that doesn’t 
have one. 

But it is not clear that Obama 
can win approval for a 
government plan, especially 
since some conservative 
Democrats are also wary of 
it.Obama intends to follow up 
his speech with an appearance 
Saturday in Minneapolis, the 
White House announced.Q

“It was easy, 
and both of us can remember 
it and never forget.” 

Skrutvold called to book a 
chapel in March and found the 
only open slots were for 8:30 
or 9 that night. 

“We took the most obvious 
choice,” she said. 

Gambling on nines wasn’t 
limited to casino baccarat 


tables in Las Vegas, where 
players try to beat the house 
by getting as close as possible 
to a sum of nine using cards. 
The Virginia Lottery reported 
that the combinations 9-9-9,

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Senators voted Wednesday 
to charge international 
travelers a $10 fee to help 
pay for a new nonprofit 
corporation to promote 
tourism in the United 
States. 


The legislation, which 
passed 79-19, was backed 
by the travel industry. 
Lawmakers said many 
international governments 
aggressively help tourism 
in their countries by 
subsidizing promotional 
programs, but the United 
States leaves that work to 


the private sector and to state 
and local governments. 
Much of the money for 
the promotional efforts 
will come from fees paid 
by the travel industry. The 
rest would come from the 
$10 fee on international 
visitors. 

The United States began 


requiring people who do 
not need visas to enter the 
country to register online at 
least 72 hours before travel 
and renew their registration 
every two years. If the new 
proposal should become 
law, it would require people 
to pay the $10 fee when 
they register. 

The European Union 
has said that some U.S. 
travelers to Europe could 
face retaliatory fees if the 
bill should pass. A similar 
bill has been proposed in the 
House of Representatives 
but has not been voted on. 
It would have to be passed 
and the two bills joined into 
a single piece of legislation 
to be signed into law. 
Senators from states 
dependent on tourism, such 
as Florida and Nevada, led 
the effort to pass the bill, 
along with Democratic Sen. 
Byron Dorgan, from the 
agricultural state of North 
Dakota, the bill’s chief 
sponsor.

We’re very dependent on 
tourism. This bill will help 
create tourism-type jobs, 
but it won’t just do it for 
Nevada,” said that state’s 
junior senator, Republican 
John Ensign. “When people 
come to our country to visit, 
they may come to one state 
primarily, but they usually 
stop in several other states 
along the way.” 

Senators, citing data from 
industry sources, said 
ramped-up marketing 
efforts would lead to an 
additional 1.6 million 
international travelers 
coming to the United States 
annually, and they said 
those travelers spend about 
$4,500 per visit. 

About 58 million 
international travelers 
visited the United States last 
year. Industry officials say 
many potential visitors are 
looking elsewhere because 
of enhanced border security 
since the Sept. 11, 2001, 
terror attacks and because 
of negative coverage from 
foreign media outlets. 

In backing the legislation, 
Democrats also were 
looking to give Senate 
Majority Leader Harry 
Reid a boost as he seeks 
a fifth term representing 
Nevada in the Senate. In 
June, supporters could not 
generate the 60 votes needed 
to have an up-and-down 
vote on the legislation. 

“He found a way to rescue 
this bill, bring it back to 
life,” said Democratic 
Sen. Richard Durbin, the

Stephen Farrell and his translator 
were taken hostage Saturday in the 
northern province of Kunduz when 
they went to cover a German-ordered 
airstrike of two hijacked fuel tankers. 
The bombing, carried out by U.S. jets,

caused a number of civilian casualties. 
British commandos carried out a raid 
to free him early Wednesday; the 
translator and a British commando 
were killed. 

Times Executive Editor Bill Keller 
said he had understood from the 
military that they did not intend to 


conduct a raid unless the situation 
turned “particularly menacing, and 
they had actionable intelligence and a 
high probability of success.” 

Keller said he doesn’t know what 
triggered the decision to carry out 
the raid, but that Farrell told him the 
situation had been growing worse. 

“It’s entirely possible that the Allied 
forces picked up on a plan either to 
move the hostages or to do something 
with them,” Keller said Wednesday. 
The translator, Sultan Munadi was 
killed in the firefight, said a spokesman 
for the Kunduz governor. A British 
defense official said he couldn’t rule 
out the possibility Munadi, 34, was 
killed by British gunfire. 

Keller said the Times was grateful 
Farrell was alive, but saddened by the 
deaths of Munadi and the commando. 
He said he would not second-guess the 
military’s decision to take action. 

“I don’t know enough about what 
intelligence they had,” he said. 
Another Times reporter and an Afghan 
colleague were kidnapped inNovember 
near Kabul and later taken to Pakistan. 
The men, David Rohde and Tahir 
Ludin, escaped seven months later. 
Keller said the Times had done a 



review of security protocols after the 
Rohde kidnapping, but that another 
review would be undertaken. 

Covering Afghanistan carries risks for 
journalists, but it’s a story that needs 
to be told, said Joel Simon, executive 
director of the Committee to Protect 
Journalists. 

“This is huge story of tremendous 
international significance and the 
media has an obligation to the best of 
its ability to cover it,” he said. “The 
question becomes, how do you do that 
safely?” 

He said many of the reporters working 
in the area are experienced, having 
spent time in Iraq. He said they are 
constantly assessing the risks and 
weighing what kind of acceptable 
chances they can take in their efforts 
to cover stories. 

“The reporters on the ground are in the 
best position in most circumstances to 
make those judgments,” he said. 

Keller said Times reporters are allowed 
a great deal of leeway because they are 
the best ones to judge the level of risk. 
He said the Times talks to its reporters 
regularly about the ground rules and 
about which areas of the country may 
be particularly dangerous.Q

MEXICO CITY (AP) — A 
Bolivian religious fanatic 
briefly hijacked a jetliner 
from the beach resort of 
Cancun as it landed in 
Mexico City on Wednesday, 
police said. All passengers 
and the crew were released 
unharmed. 

The Bible-carrying hijacker 
used a juice can he said 
was a bomb to hold the 103 
passengers and crew on the 
tarmac for more than an 
hour. Masked police stormed 
the aircraft with their guns 
drawn and escorted several 
handcuffed men away 
without firing a shot. Police 
later said there was only one 
hijacker. 

Jose Flores, 44, told 
investigators he hijacked 
Aeromexico Flight 576 after 
a divine revelation, according 
to Public Safety Secretary 
Genaro Garcia Luna. Flores 
said Wednesday’s date — 9- 
9-09 — is the satanic number 
666 turned upside down. 
Flores, speaking to reporters 
after he was detained, said he 
took control of the aircraft 
with “a juice can with some 
little lights I attached.” 
“Christ is coming soon,” he 
added, smiling. 


As the plane was landing, 
Flores stood up and showed 
his contraption to a flight 
attendant, saying he and 
three others were hijacking 
the plane, Garcia Luna said. 
Flores later told police his 
three companions were “the 
Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost.” 

He ordered the pilot to circle 
over Mexico City seven 
times and asked to speak with 
Mexican President Felipe 
Calderon, saying he wanted 
to warn him of an impending 
earthquake, Garcia Luna 
said. Garcia Luna said Flores 
is a drug addict who was 
convicted of armed robbery 
in Bolivia, and has lived in 
Mexico for 17 years. Flores 
described himself as a pastor 
in southern Oaxaca state 
who had gone to Cancun to 
preach. 

He is also a Christian music 
singer who in videos posted 
on YouTube sings of leaving 
drugs and finding God. 

“I was in jail, I was a 
despicable drug addict, but 
Christ freed me a few years 
ago,” Flores sings along with 
recorded norteno music to a 
crowded stadium. 

In other videos, Flores, who 
goes by the stage name 
Josmar, is seen playing with 


nunchackus and shooting a 
coin he tosses in the air. 

At the Uncionmusic Web site, 
a Christian music distributor 
based in Oakland, California, 
that sells Flores’ music on the 
Internet, he is described as 
“an international evangelist 
with a shocking testimony on 
how God rescued him after 
his family sent him from 
Bolivia to Mexico City on a 
one-way ticket... because of 
his addiction to cocaine and 
alcohol.” 

Saul Bueno, of Uncionmusic, 
said that he doesn ’t personally 
know Flores and that his 
music has sold poorly since 
they began offering his CDs 
two years ago. 

“As a Christian I think about 
what was going through his 
mind, because that’s not the 
way to get attention,” Bueno 
said. The attorney general’s 
office said it was opening an 
investigation into terrorism 
and kidnapping. 

U.S., French and Mexican 
citizens were among the 
passengers, according to a 
U.S. official in Washington 
who was briefed on the 
situation. The official was 
not authorized to discuss the 
case and spoke on condition 
of anonymity. 

A U.S. Embassay spokesman

said at least 14 U.S. citizens 
were on the plane and they 
were being interviewed by 
Mexican authorities at the 
airport. 

Passenger Rocio Garcia told 
the Televisa network that the 
pilot made an announcement 
after landing in Mexico City 
that the airplane was being 
hijacked. 

“These were scary moments,” 
she said. 

Passengers said the hijacker 
stayed in his seat throughout 
the incident and the pilot 
came back from the cockpit 
to negotiate with him. 
Mexican officials negotiated 
the release of women and

children through the pilot 
before sending in the police. 
The plane was isolated at the 
end of a runway in an area 
designed for emergencies 
and the airport remained 
open. 

The most recent hijacking 
attempt in the Americas 
occurred April 19, when a 
man with a handgun tried 
to commandeer a Canadian 
jetliner in Jamaica. The 
standoff ended before takeoff 
at Montego Bay’s airport 
when military commandos 
burst onto the plane and 
disarmed the man, who 
was described as “mentally 
challenged.’^ 
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Netanyahu risks U.S. anger by building settlements

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu has given the green 
light for hundreds of new 
homes in a Palestinian-claimed 
area of Jerusalem, officials 
confirmed Wednesday, part of 
a gamble to mollify his restive 
coalition without sparking a 
major confrontation with the 
U.S. 

Whether this balancing act can 
succeed could become clearer 
this week with the arrival of 
U.S. Mideast envoy George 
Mitchell. His response could 
signal whether the White 
House is ready to overlook 
its unhappiness with Israel 
as it prepares a new push for 
Mideast peace, perhaps as 
soon as this month, or whether 
it’s digging in for a showdown 
over Jewish settlements. 

The settlements are a core 
issue in the Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict. Nearly 500,000 
Israelis now live in towns and 
neighborhoods built in the 
West Bank and east Jerusalem 
— lands captured by Israel 
in the 1967 Mideast war and 
claimed by the Palestinians. 
The Palestinians say the 
ever-growing settler presence 
will soon make it impossible 


for them to establish an 
independent state in these 
areas. 

In a departure from his 
predecessor, President Barack 
Obama has come down hard 
on Israel’s settlement activity, 
demanding a complete freeze 


on all construction, including 
in east Jerusalem. Israel has 
rejected the calls, saying some 
accommodation must be made 
for “natural growth” in the 
settler population. 

With that in mind, Netanyahu 
granted approval to build 
hundreds of new homes in 
recent days. On Wednesday, 
officials confirmed the 
government has chosen 
developers to build nearly 
500 new apartments in 
Pisgat Zeev, a sprawling 
neighborhood built for Jews in 
east Jerusalem. That followed 
Monday’s announcement that 
455 new apartments would be 
built in existing West Bank 
settlements. Israel also wants 
to complete work on more than 
2,000 other homes currently 
being built. 

Netanyahu has tried to portray 
the new projects as a prelude 
to a limited settlement freeze. 
“We would argue that doing 
what we’re doing now will 
actually make progress 
possible tomorrow,” said 
spokesman Mark Regev. 
Netanyahu aides have tried to 
play down the significance of 
the new construction by noting 
that almost all of the homes 
are in large settlement blocs 
that Israel expects to retain 
under any future peace deal. 


They also concede that 
Netanyahu approved the 
construction to placate hard¬ 
liners in his own coalition 
government, who are upset 
about the prospect of a 
settlement freeze. They spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because they were discussing 
private talks among 
Netanyahu’s inner circle. 

For now, the moves are paying 
off at home. Netanyahu’s 
hard-line coalition partners 
have largely lined up behind 
him. But the international 
community is deeply 
skeptical. 

In the latest public U.S. 
rebuke, State Department 
spokesman Ian C. Kelly said 
Wednesday, “Our position is 
clear: We believe that Israel 
has an obligation to cease all 
settlement activity,” whether 
in east Jerusalem or the West 
Bank. 

Last week, when news of the 
new settlement construction 
broke, the U.S. said it “does 
not accept the legitimacy 
of continued settlement 
expansion.” 

EU External Relations 
Commissioner Benita Ferrero- 
Waldner on Wednesday joined 
the sharp criticism. 

“We have to be realistic and 
see that this settlement issue 


is at the moment an issue 
that blocks the negotiations,” 
F errero-Waldner told 

reporters. The European 
Union and U.N Secretary- 
General Ban Ki-moon 
expressed “concern” over 
Israel’s approval of settlement 
expansion. 

Palestinian negotiator 

Saeb Erekat said American 
credibility in the region was at 
stake. The Palestinians say they 
will not restart negotiations, 
which broke down shortly 
before Netanyahu took office 
in March, until Israel halts all 
settlement construction. 
“People are asking the 
Americans now: If you could 
not convince the Israelis to 
stop settlement activity, will 
anybody in the Arab and 
Islamic world believe you 
can make Israel return to the 
4 67 borders or withdraw from 
settlements?” he said. 

The Palestinians claim the 
West Bank and east Jerusalem, 
along with the Hamas-ruled 
Gaza Strip, for their hoped- 
for state. Israel captured 
all three areas in the 1967 
Mideast war, then withdrew 
from Gaza in 2005. Hamas 
militants overran that territory 
two years later. 

Behind the rhetoric, however, 
there are subtle signs of 
movement, and much will 
depend on what Mitchell 
brings with him when he 
comes this weekend. The 
Israelis hope he can persuade 
the Arab world to respond 
to a settlement freeze with 
goodwill gestures of their 
own, such as re-establishing 
limited trade or diplomatic ties. 
The Americans are pressing 
Netanyahu and Palestinian 
President Mahmoud Abbas to 
meet for the first time during 
the U.N. General Assembly 
later this month. U.S. officials 
in Washington have hinted 
that while they’re not pleased 
about the settlement building, 
they could overlook it if 
the sides are willing to start 
talking again. 

Palestinian officials say Abbas 
will probably meet Netanyahu 
to please the Americans, 
though it’s unclear what 
would follow. They say he is 
in touch with Arab leaders in 
hopes of forming a common 
position. □

agreement at UN for Somalia

UNITED NATIONS (AP) 
— The United States and four 
other nations signed onto an 
international plan to fight 
piracy off the coast of Somalia, 
committing Wednesday to 
playing a leadership role in 
protecting one of the world’s 
busiest shipping routes. 

The so-called “New York 
Declaration” signed by U.S. 
Deputy Ambassador Rosemary 
DiCarlo and her counterparts 
from Britain, Cyprus, Japan 
and Singapore is an attempt 
to pool resources and agree 
on the best ways of deterring 
the Somali pirates who prey 
on vessels passing between 
Europe and Asia. 

“We realize that the fight 
against piracy in the Horn of 
Africa region cannot be solved 
entirely at sea,” DiCarlo said. 


Other needed measures, she 
said, involve nations adopting 
legal mechanisms to prosecute 
suspected pirates and Somalia 
improving its capacity to 
police its own territory. 
Though it is a nonbinding 
political document, proponents 
say it will commit ship 
registry nations to adopt “best 
management practices” for 
ship security such as increased 
lookouts, raised ladders and 
emergency fire pumps readied 
to repel boarders. 

It was first proposed in May 
by Panama, the Bahamas, 
Liberia and the Marshall 
Islands, four of the world’s 
biggest ship registries. Those 
nations signed the declaration 
previously. 

In Washington, Andrew 
Shapiro, the assistant secretary 
of state for political-military 
affairs, told the ComDef 2009 


defense policy conference on 
Wednesday that the document 
represents what Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
has called “a 21st century 
solution to the 17th century 
problem” of piracy. 

Clinton said during a visit in 
August to Nairobi, Kenya, that 
the U.S. would provide more 
aid for Somalia, which is home 
to terrorists, drug smugglers 
and Islamist extremists. 

By signing, the United States 
says the Coast Guard and 
U.S. shipping companies will 
continue adopting measures 
to protect themselves against 
piracy that comply with the 
International Ship and Port 
Facility Security Code. 

A group of almost 40 nations 
and international organizations 
including the U.S., China, 
Britain and France planned 
to gather Thursday at U.N. 


lawyers: Uighurs agree to go to Palau

KOROR, Palau (AP) — Three Chinese 
Muslims imprisoned for years at the U.S. prison 
at Guantanamo Bay have agreed to be released 
to the tiny Pacific nation of Palau, their lawyers 
told The Associated Press. 

The deals struck with U.S. officials this week 
are the first among a group of 13 Uighur 
detainees at Guantanamo who have been offered 
relocation to Palau under President Barack 
Obama’s plans to close the controversial prison 
in Cuba. Negotiations are continuing with the 
rest of the group. 

Relocating the Uighurs would bring the Obama 
administration a step closer to its goal of finding 
new homes for terrorism suspects and others 
captured in Afghanistan who have been cleared 
of wrongdoing but cannot go home for fear of 
persecution. But it has also raised tension with 
Beijing, which regards the inmates as terrorist 
suspects and wants them returned to China. 
George Clarke, the lawyer for two of the 
Uighurs, Dawut Abdurehim and Anwar Assan, 
said they had both recently formally accepted 
Washington’s offer to relocate them to Palau. 
Eric Tirschwell, the lawyer for four other 
Uighurs at Guantanamo, said one of his clients 
had also accepted the offer. 

“They’re excited,” Clarke told The Associated 
Press by telephone from Washington. “They 
want to get the heck out of Guantanamo Bay. 
They look forward to getting to Palau and 
getting on with their lives.” 

A State Department official in Washington, 
speaking on condition of anonymity because 
talks with other Uighurs are continuing, 


confirmed “some of the Uighur detainees have 
agreed to resettlement in Palau” but declined 
to give details. Uighurs who have accepted the 
relocation offer could be transferred to Palau as 
soon as October, Clarke said. 

The 13 Uighurs (pronounced WEE’-gurs), 
Turkic Muslims from far western China, have 
been held by the United States since their 
capture in Afghanistan and Pakistan in 2001. 
The Pentagon determined last year they were 
not “enemy combatants,” but they have been in 
legal limbo ever since. 

Mark Bezner, the top American official in 
Palau, said Wednesday he had not yet received 
formal notification on the Uighurs. “Perhaps 
we’ll get a confirmation in the next couple of 
days from Washington,” he said. 

Tirschwell declined to reveal which of his 
clients has agreed to the deal, but said “he’s 
looking forward to enjoying the freedom that 
he deserves and that he’s been denied for almost 
eight years.” The lawyers also declined to give 
details of agreements struck with U.S. officials. 
Of the 10 other Uighur detainees remaining at 
the U.S. military base in Cuba, none have ruled 
out moving to Palau. Attorneys representing 
the other men declined to comment or did not 
return messages left by AP. 

Palau, a developing country of 200,000 that is 
dependent on U.S. development funds, in June 
offered to take the Uighurs at Guantanamo. 
Palau’s President Johnson Toribiong told the AP 
at the time that some of the men were concerned 
about his country’s relative proximity to China 
— it lies about 500 miles (800 kilometers) east 
of the Philippines. U.S. officials insisted they 
would be safe there.□

headquarters in New York for 
their fourth major session on 
deterring Somali piracy. 

They are meeting to discuss 
how best to coordinate 
international naval patrols 
and other security measures 
and how to discourage the 
secretive payments to pirates 
who often demand — and 
receive — multimillion dollar 
ransoms. 

Another item drawing attention 
is cooperation on interdiction 
and prosecution of suspected 
pirates. 

Somalia’s lawless coastline 
and 18-year civil war makes

it a haven for pirates. Sailors 
typically are released from 
their captured vessels only 
after payment of a ransom. 
Somali pirates captured more 
than 100 ships last year, and 
attacks have increased this 
year. 

DiCarlo said there have been 
138 pirate attacks off the Horn 
of Africa so far this year, of 
which 33 have succeeded. 
But the safety practices that 
the U.S. and other nations 
are promoting “contributed 
to preventing many of the 
other criminal assaults from 
succeeding,” she said.Q

Pastor boliviano secuestra avion

MEXICO (AP) - El gobiemo 
federal responsabilizo el 
miercoles a un boliviano 
supuesto pastor religioso 
del secuestro de un avion 
de Aeromexico con 103 
pasajeros, y quien dijo 
haber sido motivado por una 
revelacion divina. 

El secretario de Seguridad 
Publica federal, Genaro 
Garcia Luna, identified en 
rueda de prensa a Jose Mar 
Flores Pereira, de 44 anos 
y originario de Santa Cruz, 
Bolivia, como el autor del 
secuestro del Boeing 737 
procedente del balneario 
turistico de Cancun. 

“El refiere que fue una 
revelacion divina lo que 
lo condujo a esta accion”, 
comento el secretario. Anadio 
que Flores Pereira dijo a la 
policia que como el miercoles 
era el dia 9 del mes 9 del ano 09, 
eso representaba el 999, que si 
era visto al reves implicaba el 
numero 666, una referencia 
biblica al anticristo. 

Garcia Luna dijo que en 
medio del vuelo 576 entre 
Cancun y la ciudad de 


Mexico, el hombre advirtio 
a una azafata que tenia una 
bomba, que era acompanado 
por tres complices y que haria 
explotar la aeronave. 

Al preguntarle quienes eran 
sus complices, respondio: 
“el padre, el hijo y el espiritu 
santo”. En declaraciones 
posteriores a la prensa, Flores 
Pereira dijo que el artefacto 
con el que amenazo hacer 


volar el avion “era una lata 
de Jumex (marca mexicana 
de jugos), que le puse unas 
lucecitas”. 

El boliviano, que vive en 
Mexico desde hace 17 anos 
y a quien las autoridades 
describieroncomodrogadictoy 
alcoholico, tenia antecedentes 
penales en Bolivia. El hombre 
pidio sobrevolar el aeropuerto 
de la capital siete veces y 


hablar con el presidente Felipe 
Calderon. 

El funcionario federal dijo 
que tras revisar el equipaje de 
la aeronave se descubrio que 
el boliviano portaba un falso 
artefacto explosivo. 

Imagenes de television 
mostraron al menos a cinco 
personas que eran escoltadas 
por policias federales hacia 
un vehiculo blindado, luego 


de una operacion en la que 
tomaron control del avion y 
en la que no se hizo ningun 
disparo. 

Garcia explico que varios 
pasajeros que viajaban en la 
parte posterior de la aeronave 
fiieron escoltados hasta 
el final, como parte de un 
protocolo de seguridad y en 
un intento por evitar que algun 
otro presunto criminal tratara 
de pasar desapercibido. 

El avion partio antes del 
mediodia de Cancun y tras 
llegar a la capital mexicana, 
permanecio en una seccion 
especial de la terminal aerea 
por mas de una hora hasta que 
las autoridades controlaron la 
situacion. Todos los pasajeros 
y tripulantes fueron evacuados 
a salvo. 

El secretario de Seguridad 
Publica dijo que el boliviano 
habia partido cinco dias 
atras a Cancun, donde dijo 
que “queria participar en 
actividades de emancipacion 
y difusion de religion”. El 
hombre radicaba en el estado 
sureno de Oaxaca. □ 


Cuba autoriza a Correos 
a proveer internet 

LA HABANA (AP) - El gobiemo cubano autorizo a la 
oficina de correos a prestar servicio de internet para la 
poblacion, pero hasta ahora la normativa no fue puesta en 
practica. 

La empresa postal se convirtio mediante una resolucion 
gubemamental en “proveedor de Servicios de Acceso a 
Internet al Publico, los cuales debera prestar a personas a 
personas naturales en el territorio nacional”. 

El documento fue firmado en junio por el ministro del 
rubro, Ramiro Valdes, y colocado recientemente en la 
pagina de la red de la Gaceta Oficial. 

Correos tiene sucursales con salas de navegacion Intranet, 
o sea una red domestica donde incluso se habilita a las 
personas una cuenta a su nombre para mandar o recibir 
misivas del extranjero; pero no podian visitar la red de 
redes global. 

Un recorrido de AP realizado por sucursales de Correos 
que tienen salas de navegacion Intranet mostraron que 
todavia la resolucion no se aplico. 

A partir de la resolucion, la empresa postal realizaria 
ademas de sus fimciones tradicionales de envio de cartas, 
paquetes y telegramas entre otros, la misma operacion que 
se permite a los hoteles donde sus huespedes —nacionales 
o extranjeros— usan internet, aunque los precios son 
elevados. □ 


Opositores venezolanos piden 
apoyo intemacional 


CARACAS (AP) - Los partidos opositores 
solicitaron el miercoles apoyo intemacional 
para enfrentar lo que consideraron el 
“deterioro de la democracia” en Venezuela 
y “persecucion” judicial a los criticos del 
gobiemo. Un gmpo de dirigentes acudio a 
las embajadas de Panama, Pern, Colombia, 
Canada y Brasil en la capital para consignar 
un documento en el que piden a los gobiernos 
extranjeros que sean “perennes observadores” 
de la situacion venezolana. 

Achaean la situacion prevaleciente a “la 
concentracion de poder y autoritarismo 
creciente ejercido por el presidente” Hugo 
Chavez. Los partidos opositores, aglutinados 
en la “Mesa de Unidad Democratica”, 
denunciaron en el documento que “en los 
ultimos meses, el gobiemo de Venezuela 
se encuentra desarrollando una inaceptable 
arremetida contra las instituciones 
democraticas, manifestada a traves del acoso, 
la amenaza, la intimidacion y la persecucion 
politica de la oposicion”. 

Asimismo plantearon que en Venezuela hay 


una “falta absoluta de independencia de los 
poderes del estado”, y un “escaso respeto por 
las leyes y la Constitucion”. 

El subsecretario general del partido Accion 
Democratico, Silverio Figuera, dijo alaprensa, 
al arribar a la sede de la embajada de Colombia 
en Caracas, que la oposicion venezolana 
espera que la comunidad intemacional “se 
solidarice... que sean vigilantes de que aqui en 
Venezuela no se vaya a instaurar en definitiva 
una dictadura”. 

Las detenciones del prefecto de Caracas y 
presidente del partido Alianza al Bravo Pueblo, 
Richard Blanco, y de 12 manifestantes entre 
los que se incluye el dirigente estudiantil, Julio 
Cesar Rivas, y 11 empleados de la Alcaldia 
Metropolitana de Caracas, han sido criticadas 
por la oposicion que acusa al gobiemo de 
haber emprendido un “fusilamiento judicial” 
de los adversarios. 

El gobiemo y la Fiscalia General han 
desestimado los cuestionamientos de la 
oposicion y han asegurado que las detenciones 
estan ajustadas a la ley.Q
